President Satisfied With Recovery Program Progress 


TWO OFFICIALS 


CARRIED OFF 


AS HOSTAGES 


Glenn Jenkins and H. C. Zimbleman Released 


After Being Used as Shield by Bandit Trio 
-—Robbers Take Only Counter Cash, Ignor- 
ing Till—Time Lock Protected Safe. 


HUMBOLDT Neb., 'Nov. 1 — (AP) — Loot totalling 


$1,796.6S v,-as stolen by three polite robbers wno held 
up the Home Stale bank h'ere within a few minutes after 
it opened this morning and abducted Glean Jenkins, cashier; 
and H. C. Zimbteman, assistant cashier. They were released 
unharmed about half a mile from the bank. 


No trace of the robbers had been 


found two hours later and 
Kich- 
ardson county officers took linger- 
prmts in the hope of finding clues 
which they hope will lead to ident- 
ity of the trio. License plates used 
on the gunmen's car were stolen 
from 
the car of H R. Martin in 
Falls City last Oct. 28. 


Ignored Cash In Tills. 


Jenkins said the thieves ignored 
cash in the tills at the bank, but 
took all currency from the count- 
. ers. Two of the thieves entered 
the bank and the third gunman re- 
mained in an 
utomobile in 
Uie 
alley. 


The bank had just opened for 
business and the safe closed; and 
the time lock set when the trio 
entered the building flashing auto- 
matic pistols. Jenkins 
was ord- 


ered to throw up his hands. Then 
he, Zimbleman. Otto Kotouc, presi- 
dent; and William Hynek, assistant 
cashier, and about six customers 
were ordered to he on the floor. 


Jenkins said the 
robbers were 
polite and worked quickly 
and 
orderly. 
Jenkins was commanded to open 
the safe after the men had scooped 
up the counter cash. He explained 
that he had just locked it and set 
the time lock before opening 
the 
bank. The 
explanation satisiied 


tUe trio who then ordered Jenkins 
and Zinbleman to accompany tnem 
out of the bank and ride the run- 
ning boards of the car. Before 
leaving the structure the robbers 
herded the other bank officials and 
the customers outside the building.

charts he has just received 
showing increases in employ- 
ment and the total wages be- 
ing paid. 


Secretary Perkins reported to him 
that the average hourly wages hava 
risen from 42 cents to 51, while the 
average hourly work week has de- 
clined from 42 hours to 36. 


A special report by government 


economists asserts that the reac- 
tion in production in some of the 
major industries is a result of over- 
production between March and July 
and is not due to a lack of de- 
mand. Recession Expected. 


In other words, the report says 
this recession from the July peak 
was to be expected. 
It was between March and July 
that the national recovery admin- 
istration to control production and 
hours of work was being organized. 


Intense production in that period 
existed principally in the textile, 
leather and steel industries. 
The president credits the NRA 
with the increase in work, wages 
and the decrease in working hours.

Three Federal Agencies 


Are Advocating Mu- 


nicipal Plants. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1—-(AP)— 


Encouragement of publicly owned 
power plants, even where they com- 
pete with thoss privately operated, 
is being closely followed as a policy 
of the Roosevelt administration. 


Through the public works admin- 


istraton, every effort is being made 
to stimulate public plants, both 
those developed as federal enter- 
prises and those as municipal or 
community projects. 


A second governmental agency, 


the Tennessee valley authority, is 
itself entering a vast power field in 
the development of the Tennessee 
river and its tributaries. 


A third agency, the federal power 


commission, is perfecting its organ- 
ization to begin an intensive survey 
looking toward a plan of power de- 
velopment for the entire country. 
The commission also is studying, 
and expects to have a preliminary 
report ready shortly after congress 
meets, on the costs of distributing 
power. 


Rate Cut Move Expected. 


This study is designed to provide 
a yardstick, and many in official 
circles claim that the commission's 
findings will result in pressure on 
some private companies to reduce 
their rates on the ground that their 
claims of cost of distribution have 
been unduly high. 


The public works administration 
is actively encouraging its state ad- 
visory boards to speed up consider- 
ation of applications from munici- 
palities for loans for public plants. 


Allotments have already been 
made by the public works adminis- 
tration for eight public plants. Two 
of the largest were $3,000,000 for a 
plant at Danville. Va., and $1,400.000 
for one in San Francisco. The lat- 
ter will be in competition with a 
privately operated utility.

vate lines are not available for

Police Round Up 250 


Hallowe'en Pranksters 
CHICAGO, Nov. 1 
<£>) — They 


celebrated Hallowe'en in a big way 
in suburban Oak Park last night— 
in fact it was so enthusiastic that 
by midnight the poice had taken 
250 boys into custody. 


Officers said the pranks consisted 
mostly of moving sheds and turning 
on fire hydrants, 
and takmp the 
After questioning 
names 
of 
the 


youths, ranging in age from 10 to 
20 years, all were released. 
Police in other parts of Chicago 


reported nothing more unusual than 
the ordinary Hallowe'en pranks of 
soaping windows and ringing door- 
' bells. 


Lincoln police officers were kept 


as busy as a pup in a hornet's nest 
during the greater part of Tuesday 
evening, when frantic calls surged 
into police headquarters to Sergeant 
McDowell and Officer Bennett at 
the rate of almost one a minute 
during the height of the Hallowe'en 
prank "season," each call telling of 
another dash of rowdyism, in a dif- 
ferent part of the city. 


Ten cruisers and twenty men were 


kept busy answering the distress 
calls, quelling such disturbances as 
blocked traffic, caused by piles of 
corn stalks, barrels, fences, gate 
posts bricks, torn up sidewalks and 
furniture which were strewn across 
street car tracks and at intersec- 
tions. Ropes spread across trolley 
wires brought one call. 
Three young girls were reported 


to have the "ham actor" complex, 
with the symptoms of egg tossing 
inclinations. 
They were said to 


have attracted one housewife to the 
door and demanded a quantity of 
eggs from her. When they were re- 
fused, they proceeded to plaster her 
house with th "hen fruit" that they 
had already gathered 
Numerous complaints told of boys 
throwing rocks and stones at cars, 


streetcars and churches. One street- 
car window was shattered by a rock, 
and glass was splattered over a 
passenger, 
shortly 
before 
9:30 


o'clock, in the vicinity of Sheridan 
boulevard and Bradfield drive. 


Shooting guns in alleys, the carry- 


ing away of gates, and the usual 
run of Hallowe'en pranks were the 
most common. 
The only signs 


downtown were numerous crudely 
soaped windows. 


One woman, who had completed 
her fall housecleaning in the after- 
noon, had neglected to bring a bed 
in from the yard. She told the police 
that she will not have to do that now 
as a group of boys ruined it for her. 


Although a total of 72 calls came 


•into the station during the rush, 
only a few 
of the 
youths were 


brought to headquarters for a lec- 
ture. The calls were more numer- 
ous than a eyar ago, according to 
Sergeant McDowell, but with the 
aid of the radio-equipped cruiser 
cars, the youths were kept on the 
run, 
and 
greater 
damage was 


averted. 


A total of 85 calls was received 


between 7 and 12 o'clock, but there 
was not a single complaint after 
midnight.

problem of how to raise $10,000,000 
for Jewish refugees from Germany 
confronted a general session of the 
world Jewish conference today. 
That is the amount it has been 


estimated will be needed properly 
to administer relief to the approxi- 
mately 65,000 refugees.

of pro- 
posals to raise the huge sum to set- 
tle the refugees was voiced at pri- 
vate sessions and a specific plan 
was expected to be formulated to- 
day. 


The program, when adopted, will 


be submitted to James G. MacDon- 
ald of New York, high commissioner 
for German refugees, for his ap- 
proval. 
MacDonald recently was named 
to the post by the League of Na- 
tions council. 
At the same time, the conference 


is expected to present the names of 
an American, a Briton and a Pole 
who are to be nominated as mem- 
bers of the high commissioner's 
governing body. 
While no definite decisions had 
been reached, it was reported the 
conference might consider a pro- 
posal to settle some of the refugees 
on the island of Cyprus.

CONSOLIDATION OF 


RURAL ROUTES IS 


BEING EFFECTED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
The thirty-year retirement rule is 
speeding up the postoffics depart- 
ment's program to get vhe rural 
mail service off its horse and buggy 
basis. 
Consolidations 
of rural routes 


which originally were laid out To 
fit old dobbins' speed, has been go- 
ing on since 1925. but since last 
July 1 the rate has more than 
doubled. This, the postoffice 
de- 
partment explained today, was due 
largely to the retirement of car- 
riers of 30 or more years service. 
Prom July i until last week, 1,- 
150 routes were eliminated by con- 
solidations at an estimated annual 
saving of 1,315,000. 
Ninety-two or 
these consolidations were 
eifected 
last week alone at an estimated 
saving of S102.571 annually. 
In the 1933 fiscal year, hich end- 


ed last June 30, there were 1,597 
consolidations, only 447 more than 
in the last four months, and trie 
economy was set at 1,779,000. Since 
the program was started in 1925, 
the department estimated total sav- 
ines at $7,701.000 a year. 
It's all possible, the department 


pointed out. because of the steady 
improvement of country roads and 
the use of the automobile. 
Sections 
that years ago required two carriers 
now need only one.

Health Conditions In 


Nebraska Last Month 


Declared Favorable 


Public health conditions in Ne- 


braska continued 
generally good 


during October, State Health Di- 
rector Bartholomew reports. While 
a seasonal increase over September 
is shown in number of new cases of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, and in- 
fluenza, the figures on these dis- 
eases are much less prevalent than 
fr October a year ago in each in- 
stance. 


Scarlet fever patients for the 


month numbered 68, compared with 
56 in September, 1933, and 174 in 
October, 1932. 


There were 17 new cases of diph- 


theria against 16 in the preceding 
month and 135 a year ago. 
Reports of 8 cases of influenza 


reached the department in October, 
where there were none in Septmbr. 
During October last year 10 cases 
wre rcordd. 


Poliomyelitis fell off from 7 cases 
in September to 4 in October. In 
1932, there were 8 cases of it in each 
of these months.

thority to carry on irrigation work 
but would be confined to supplying 
power to the three cities. Following 
organization of the new district, en- 
larged to include Adams. Kearney 
Phelps and Gosper counties, it was 
discovered that no provision for 
dissolving a public power and Irri- 
gation project is contained in the

character of the town brought in 
tnree bonds of the same series, 
wanting to sell them. The bank 
official, it was related, obtained a 
genuine Omaha bond and discov- 
ered those he had handled

He later went to Chicago

New York, where he had sold the 
bonds, and had them recalled.

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SHUDDERS AND JITTERS.

WAS just forty years ago last Friday, the Kan- 
sas City Star recalled, that the late William J. 


Bryan, then serving his second term in congress, had 
something to say about the condition of the treasury 
and needed revenues to meet depression require- 
ments. 


The interview was printed in the columns of The 


Star. Mr. Bryan, with the positiveness he displayed 
so frequently, insisted the best way to produce gov- 
ernmental revenue to meet a national emergency was 
to propose an income tax. His assertion 
created 


quite a furore and it stamped the distinguished Ne- 
braskan as a dangerous radical. While his views on 
the income tax played little figure in the memorable 
campaign of 1896, beyond question they did much to 
solidify business in its opposition in the industrial 
centers and along the Atlantic seaboard to his first 
candidacy for the presidency. 


Now, that deep alarm expressed over the Bryan 


proposal seems most ridiculous and absurd. It was 
twenty years later that the sixteenth amendment to 
the federal constitution was ratified by the necessary 
states, and under its provisions, the • federal income 
tax law was passed by congress. Four years earlier, 
there had been an attempt to enact an income tax, 
but it was invalidated in the courts. 


Mcst of Mr. Bryan's proposals werfe looked upon 


as revolutipnary and radical, and as destructive of 
liberty guaranteed under the constitution. The fact 
remains most of them were crystalized into laws be- 
fore the stormy political 
career of the Commoner, 


stretching over a period of more than twenty-five 
years, terminated, and then they did become a part 
of governmental policies, they lost much of the sting 
born of fear and fright of those adverse to innova- 
tion and change. 


There is a great deal of reason to believe that what 


is happening now may furnish a similar experience. 
It is true that widespread and sweeping reforms have 
been instituted. In banking, the passage of the 
Glass-Steagall bill embodying a provision for bank 
insurance of deposits, has aroused the enmity and 
hostility of the banking fraternity. The securities 
act, controlling the sale of stocks and bonds, is un- 
der a withering fire. No prolonged educational cam- 
paign of the character that attended ultimate adop- 
tion of the income tax idea served to grease the way, 
or to smooth the path for this financial legislation. 
Actually, Insurance of deposits, as provided for in the 
Glass-Steagall bill, scarcely had been discussed before 
its appearance in congress, although it does incor- 
porate the old principle of the bank guarantee, now 
in disuse and disrepute. The securities act may be 
said to be the climax of efforts of regulation of the 
sales of securities inaugurated when "blue sky" leg- 
islation had its inning in many states. But the 
nearest approach to the present measure is Britain's 
securities act, the American model being practically 
a copy of it. 


And then, in the administration's farm program, 


there Is embodied ideas which have been mulled over 


discovery to the western world had he been content 
to accept the prevailing theory of the world's flat- 
ness. For Galileo's telescope. Watt's steam engine. 
Morse's telegraph, Bell's telephone, Edison's electric 
light and phonograph, Marconi's wireless telegraphy, 
the Wrights' airplane, Roentgen's X-ray, and num- 
erous other inventions the world is indebted to the 
spirit of discontent with things as they were and 
the thirst for new knowledge. 


Only when men and women "grow up" in the real 


sense do they rise above the childish habit of aping 
those about them and being satisfied with "what was 
good enough for our fathers." It is easier, of course, 
to go on In the paths trodden by preceding genera- 
tions; but If one aspires to real wisdom he must 
strike out for himself on more or less uncharted 
ways. 


In other words, he must do his own thinking. 
Imitation is doubtless the sincerest kind of flat- 


tery—to the one imitated—but those who practice It 
after reaching maturity are not destined for careers 
of leadership.

EUROPE'S FIRST MOVE.

MBASSADOR HUGH WILSON, reflecting Roose- 


veltian administration views, announced at Ge- 


neva Uncle Sam would be satisfied to let European 
nations frame new disarmament plans. 


It is Europe's move. 
America took the initiative in a disarmament ap- 


peal, only to encounter a solid phalanx of European 
nations which insisted upon ringing in debt ques- 
tions and other unrelated issues. It was this which 
wrecked the conference and destroyed its usefulness. 
The present attitude is one which should appeal to 
the common sense of all Americans, including that 
large portion desirous of seeing the United States 
take a more active and aggressive interest in world 
affairs. The ill-fated undertaking which terminated 
with the London economic conference demonstrated 
that despite its suffering Europe was not in a mood 
to deal fairly or with sanity. The majority of Euro- 
pean nations were interested 
in disarmament pri- 


marily as a weapon with which to bargain for es- 
cape from their debt obligations, and seemingly were 
lacking in sincerity. Under the circumstances, it is 
futile for the United States to devote time and 
strength toward effecting disarmament. 


By placing the responsibility upon those responsi- 


ble for the last failure in the formulation of new 
plans, Uncle Sam remains in an advantageous posi- 
tion. It's Europe's turn to bring forward the foun- 
dations of an agreement which would relieve suffer- 
ing nationalities of the neavy burden of preparing for 
war, and it always is much easier to tear down than 
it is to build up. If the nations of Europe are placed 
in the position of agreeing among themselves first, 
they cannot refuse very readily to abide by their 
own program. Neither can they inject such contro- 
versial issues as debt cancellations into a discussion 
of disarmament. The American attitude puts it up 
squarely to Europe to decide whether she desires to 
continue wasting her wealth in building navies and 
elaborating on military establishments or whether 
she will take that heavy stone off the' shoulders of 
her people. 


CHANGES ARE DIFFICULT. 
JT IS to be regretted that the Lancaster county 


commissioners could not see their way clear to 


joining with the city of Lincoln in the creation of a 
public health unit, it is to be presumed, however, 
that the members of the board were well advised in 
the premises and that their action was not prompt- 
ed by jealousy as to their prerogatives. 


Now that the matter has been definitely settled for 


the time being, people who are interested in public 
affairs should set about arranging a program to be 
presented to the next legislature looking to a closer 
union between the city and the county. There can

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WHY DIET OF VEGETABLES 


IS CONSIDERED ABNORMAL 
We hear a lot about the normal 
diet, explaining what it is not and 
what it ought to be, but nobody has 
abnormal diets.

There is no question that it is 
possible to construct a diet purely 
from vegetables which will be suf- 
ficient to maintain life and health. 
The great difficulty, however, is to 
obtain sufficient protein. 
WS" all 


rxiust have a certan amouni of 
protein a day. which has been 
variously fix*d at from 60 to 100 
grams as a minimum. Proteins 
exist in vegetables, but no vegetable 
protein is as easy to digest as ani- 
mal protein and yety few vegeta- 
ble proteins are what is called 
"complete"—in other words, contain 
all the amino acids that are necef- 
sarv for health and growth. To 
supply this, most vegetarians allow 
the use of milk and e$gs. 


Other disadvantages of a vegeta- 
ble diet are. first, its bulklness. This 
is especially true if all the protein 
necessary is obtained from vegeta- 
bles. If dried lentils are used to 
make up our protein, it would re- 
quire about 450 grams to supply the 
total daily requirement, and even 
more is necessary on account of the 
large amount of vegetable protein 
that is not absorbed. The effect of 
excessive bulk is to cut an unneces- 
sarv strain on the stomach and in- 
testines, and frequently to cause 
colitis. distenUon. etc. This is so 
evident that in Ireland the nick- 
name, "potato belly." was given to 
the peasants who subsisted entirely 
on potatoes, and the disproportion- 
ate abdominal development of cat- 
tle and other herbivora testifies to 
the same 
fact.

A Sixty-five Cent Dollar.

Star: Beyond qestion every well

Roosevelt's new gold market. Only 
the narrowest partisan could wish it 
to fail. Yet not 'a few of his most 
ardent supporters—and I count my- 
self as one who was for'him long 
before the Chicago convention—are 
puzzled to know where it will end. 


According to today's quotation on 
newly mined gold, $31.96 per ounce, 
an old-fashioned 
ten-dollar 
gold 
piece weighing 258 grains, nine- 
tenths fine, or 232.2 grains pure 
gold, is worth as metal a trifle less 
than $6.47. Yet it will pay a debt 
of ten dollars, or would if it were 
not illegal to have in one's posses- 
sion. 


If our coinage laws were adjusted 


•to meet this new value of gold, a 
ten-dollar gold piece would weigh 
about 166.9 grains with the alloy, or 
about 150.2 grains fine gold. I find 
no recent quotation on silver, but 


considering the coinage rate of 412.5 
grains alloy for the silver dollar 
and a hypothetical 166.9 grains golc 
ten dollars, the present ratio is no 
far from 24 to 1. Why not include 
silver in this new market? 


What puzzles most of us is 
whether, when and if, the marke' 
price of gold reaches $41.34 an 
ounce, we shall then devaluate our 
dollar so that 259 grains of alloyec 
gold might be (but probably would 
not be) coined into a $20 gold piece 
If our managed currency is to be 
manipulated 
according 
to 
the 
market price of gold, then it woulc 
be idle to coin any of the gold; anc 
all our present coined gold woulc 
better be melted into bars. 


Inasmuch as we now have- no 
need for gold coin in domestic 
transactions—in fact the garden va- 
riety of the "forgotten man" has 
forgotten what a gold coin looks 
like—and inasmuch as gold bars are 
preferable for use in settling foreign 
balances, why should gold be coined 
at all? The number of grains equal- 
ling the dollar will fluctuate as the 
price index rises or falls—in fact, 
by changing this price of gold from 
time to time, it is hoped to stabilize 
the dollar. 


Maybe it will. At any rate we all 
hope so.

U. S. WAITS FOR 
EUROPE TO ACT 
ON DISARMAMENT 


Wilson, Acting Head Of 


Delegation, Offers 
Assistance Later. 


GENEVA. 
Nov. 1— (AP)— The 


United States will stick to its pol- 
icy of letting Europe move first, it 
was indicated today, in framing new 
disarmament plans at Geneva. 


It is up to the European nations, 
Ambassador Hugh Wilson believes, 
to shape the big decisions. 
But added the man named to 
head the American delegation while 
Norman H. Davis goes to Washing- 
for conferences, his group is ready 
to lend a helping hand later on. 
While the ambassador to Switzer- 
land, as has Davis, will steer clear 
of "political" conversations, political 
questions must be considered which 
do not Involve the United States in 
European political entanglements. 


Under this heading come consul- 
tations between states and the con- 
stitution of a permanent disarma- 
ment commission. 
The immediate work of the dis- 
armament conference, now in recess, 
orobably will be of a nature requir- 
ing technical experience. Wilson 
said. 
Retains Staff. 


To aid him in this work Wilson 
is keeping the same sort of staff he 
had when disarmament took a long 
recess in 1932. 
It includes Col. George Strong, 


who began his activities at Geneva 
in 1926; Maj. William Goetz; Fer- 
dinand Meyer, councilor of the lega- 
tion at Berne, and Samuel Reber, 
secretary of the legation. 
They will help Wilson with the 
s«-called political sections of the 
projected convention 
The call for a man of wide tech- 


nical experience found the ambas- 
sador highly qualified. Wilson, who 
was born at Evanston, Illinois, as a 
"career" man has 
had practical 
service of a world-wide scope. 


Knows Anns Problems. 


Since 1927 he has followed the 
work of the preparatory disarma- 
ment commission and is thoroughly 
versed in the subject of arms re- 
ductions.

recommendations that have been 
submitted to Washington. These are 
in line with most of the ideas ad- 
vocated by the agricultural spokes- 
men. 


"Animating sentiment at the con- 
ference in Des Moines was that the 
cities prosper with the farmer, and 
not otherwise. It was agreed that 
when the farmer is forced to sell his 
products a.t a loss it means bread 
lines and soup-houses in the cities. 
"The meeting started with the 
conviction that people living in the 
cities must favor measures of even- 
handed justice to American agricul- 
ture, in order that their mills and 
factories may be kept working, full 
time to provide employment. City 
folks, in order to assure their own 
prosperity, must give their support 
to an adequate farm program, that 
will place agriculture on an equality 
with other industries. The farmer is 
their chief customer, just as they 
are the chief buyers and consumers 
of commodities produced on the 
farm. There is a community of in- 
terest between the two classes which 
cannot 
be 
broken— neither 
can 


prosper when the other is in dis- 
tress. 


Favor Production Cost. 


"The conference felt that 
the 
time had come when a fair mini- 
mum price must be definitely fixed 
on the major farm products in 
their home markets, and this on a 
basis that will insure farmers of 
production cost together with a rea- 
sonable profit. 
"It was also felt, that in view of 
the president's statement when the 
present farm relief 
plans were 


adopted that if the plans did not 
restore the fanners 'purchasing and 
debt paying power, he woud favor a 
modification, that he would welcome 
constructive suggestions to aid in 
the solution of the question. 
"The consensus of opinion was that 


industry has enjoyed fixed prices 
under our protective tariff system; 
that railroads and public utilities 
are guaranteed a fixed return; and 
that the farmer, to be on an equal- 
ity, is entitled to a minimum price 
based on cost of production and a 
reasonable profit." 
Mr. Allen headed the group which 
had charge of drafting the declara- 
tion relative to currency 
inflation 
which is included in the program 
recommended to Washington. 
Bryan Adds Endorsement. 
Governor Bryan, in. commenting 
on what was done at Des Moines, 
gave his approval particularly 
to 
the conference declarations favor- 
ing minimum guaranteed prices for 
larm products, 
currency inflation 
as a means of raising the general 
level of market prices, and dis- 
couraging attempted embargoes by 
states against the 
movement ol 
commodities to market. 
"Limited and controlled inflation 


of the monetary supply, to be ac- 
complished in part by paying on 
liberty bonds with new currency, 
would be a long step in the right 
direction," the governor asserted. 
"Any steps the federal

ment can take to raise farm prices

reaction to its program, involving 
operations bearing directly on the 
relation of the dollar and the pound, 
it made known a determination to 
begin purchasing the previous yellow 
metal as quickly as possible. 
Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, special 


representative of the British treas- 
ury, to whom were given American 
assurances that the coming opera- 
tions were not aimed at undermin- 
ing England's position in world trade, 
had a appointment at the white 
house. 
Although the appointment was 


made, several days ago, to talk over 
with the president the status of 
negotiations on revision of Britain's 
war debt, it was held entirely pos- 
sible 'that Sir Frederick might carry 
with him his government's views on 
Mr. Roosevelt's monetary t>rogram. 


Debt Negotiations Drag. 
The American and British debt 


negotiators say that thus far the 
president's 
new monetary plans 
have had no effect upon their dis- 
cussions. These have been in prog- 
gress nearly a month and thus far 
have been devoid of any accom- 
plishments. 
In fact,

Must Buy Pounds. 


To pay for the 
gold- that is 
bought 
abroad, the 
government 
must buy pounds and sell dollars 
on foreign exchange. That market 
is unusually sensitive at present, 
due to currency uncertainties, and 
a large offering of dollars, econo- 
mists say would serve to depreciate 
the dollar in its relation to the 
pound. 
Such a result, it is held, would 
hardly be acceptable to the British. 
The London government is already 
equipped with a huge equalization 
fund, created to protect the pound, 
and its millions could quickly be 
thrown fnto the contest. .

men 
in 


communities throughout the coun- 
try will be charged with creating 
local retail trade councils. 
Duties of the local councils were 


described in the regulations as the 
attempt to adjust complaints except 
those dealing with labor which may 
arise in every city against members 
of the code and also acting as an 
information center and general rep- 
resentative for the trade in 
the 


local area . 
All complaints from employes re- 


garding hours, wages and other 
labor 
provisions 
must 
not 
be 
handled by these councils but in- 
stead referred to the district com- 
pliance directors of the NRA. 
The "regulations were issued with 


approval of the recovery adminis- 
tration, which reserved the right to 
create local trade councils wherever 
the merchants associations or cham- 
bers of commerce do not take the 
initiative. Each council is to have 
representation from every division 
of retail trade represented in its 
area.
